Accidents Take More 


Lives Than War. 


The American Safety Council 


said today that 40,000 Americans | 


had heen killed in traffic accidents 
since Pearl Harbor, compared 
with 15,132 killed in the armed 
forces, 

The council predicted that the 
1943 toll will approximate 24,- 
000, 40 per cent less than 1941, 
but only 15 per cent below the 
1942 death toll of 28,200. 

In addition to war dead, the 
Government lists 21,860 wound- 
ed and 33,697 missing. In add 
tion to traffie dead, the council 
listed 1,400,000 injured, 100,000 
of them permanentty disabled. Of 
the traffic dend, 22,500 were 
workers, 

With traffie fatalities mounting 
rapidly, the council sounded a 
warning motorist regarding 
the Fourth of July holiday. 

“Even with wartime restric 
tions, heavy holiday traffie is an- 
ticipated.” the council said. 

“Thourands of 
will be driving to and from their 
jobs, despite the holiday. Any 
many motorists have nursed their 
gasoline ration stamps for a boli- 
day trip. If the experience of 
previous years is repeated, the 
holiday traffic death rol] will rur 
into hundrels.” 

Figures for the first five months 
of 1943 revealed that four states 
—Minnesota, Maine, Nevada and 
Vermont—had dec es of 50 
per cent or better in traffic.

Work On Farms 


The ten relocation centers, 
temporary homes of the people of 
Japanese ancestry who were 
evacuated from the Pacifie Coast 
area, are proving a source of la- 
bor for the farms. Officials of the 
War Relocation Authority esti- 
mate that more than 8,000 work- 
ers have been supplied from the 
centers, cither for year-around or 

onal farm employment. The 
workers who left the centers this 
spring for seasonal employment 
went for the most part to the in. 
ter-moutain states, some of them 
to FSA transient farm labor 
camps. 

Under the program of the War 
Relocation Authority qualified 
evacuees are being permitted to 
leave the centers for private em- 
ployment and normal living on 
the outside. Since many of these 
people were, farm operators or 
farm workers on the coast prior 
to the evacuation, they have nat- 
urally returned to farm work. 
At the relocation centers fafrm 
operations are carried on and the 
evacuees produce approximately 
90 per cent of the vegetables re- 
quired for the mess halls.

Germans Launch 3rd 
Offensive Against 


Russia 


Adolph Hitler’s long ex- 
pected summer offensive ap- 
peared to have run into a 
buzzsaw of Soviet defenses 
as the Red Armies blocked 
every major thrust along the 
165 mile front, killed more 
than 6,000 Germans and de- 
stroyed 738 tanks in the first 
24 hours of battle. The Ger- 
man drive, launched just af- 
ter dawn yesterday struck on 
the so-called “hinge sector,” 
200 miles south of Moscow in 
the region between Orel and 
Belgorad. 

Battle dispatches by press 
and radio said a series of vio- 
lent assaults by German ar- 
mored divisions and infantry 
had been flung back at all key 
points with Nazi losses run- 
ning as high as 50 per cent of 
the total attacking strength. 

Russian planes struck heav- 
ily at German communications 
in the rear, attacking the rail- 
road junctions of Gomel, Un- 
echa and Roslav and stacting

GUFFEY COAL ACT 
IS DISCONTINUED 


Washington, July 7— The 
one big desire shared alike by 
oft warring coal miners and 
operators—extension of the 
Guffey Coal act to stabilize 
the bituminous coal industry 
—ran today into a 13_11 House 
committee rejection. 

Enacted in 1937 to put a 
floor under prices at the mine 
and thereby to prevent un- 
regulated competition in an 
industry which had long been 
on the sick list, the act now 
will expire Aug. 23 barring an 
overthrow of the action, tak- 
en by the Ways and Means 
Committee in executive ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s written’ re- 
commendation for continuance 
failed to win the committee 
over. He said: 

“The whole coal situation is 
so unsettled that it would 
be helpful if any phase of it 
could be definitely conclud- 
ed... I am again concerned 
about the failure to extend 
the Guffey Coal act and I 
hope the Ways and Means 
; Committee will find it possible 
to conclude its hearings and 
report the bill favorably.” 

Argued Representative Coo- 
per (D.-Ten.) on the purpose 
of the act: 

“I ask you if the coal indus- 
try has been stabilized. There 
has been more trouble in this 
industry than in any other in 
the country.” 

Opponents of the extension 
contended that since the gov- 
ernment is now operating the 
coal mines following the 
series of United Mine Work- 
ers strikes, the act no longer 
is necessary. They also said 
it caused higher prices for 
consumers.

No fruits and vegetables 
raised in Letcher County 
this year should be allowed to 
go to waste while there is 
need for them locally or in oth- 
er parts of the country, says 
William H. May, Commission. 
er of Agriculture. With these 
surpluses in mind, a state- 
wide clearing committee has 
been organized under the 
leadership of J. Dan Baldwin, 
Director of the Division of 
Markets, Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Any considerable surplus: 
should be reported ten days to 
two weeks in advance of har- 
vest to the Division of Mar- 
kets, which will notify buy- 
ers from the large food dis- 
tribution companies. This 
will not apply to small victory 
garden surpluses which can 
best be disposed of to neigh- 
bors or local retailers. Out- 
side sales can be arranged for 
good quality tomatoes, car- 
rots, cabbage, irish potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and other veg- 
etables that may be grown in 
considerable quantity. 

Surplus products may come 
from market gardeners who 
have expanded their acreage 
this year, or other farmers 
who have gone into vegetable

POST TO. ASSIST: IN 
DRIVE FOR AVIATION 
CADET APPLICANTS 


“Bombs over Tokio” and 
“Bombs over Berlin” may be- 
\ + suOre Wan mere slogans 
to the local American Legion 
Pos. during the coming weeks. 
A direct part in raining de- 
struction trom the sky on 
Axis strongholds in Europe 
and Asia may be taken by 
members of the Post when 
they participate in a recruit- 
ing drive being carried on by 
the State Legion to secure 
seventeen-year-old Kentucky 
men for the Army Air Forces. 

‘The plans for the drive, ac- 
cording to Mr. J. B. McAuley, 
Adjutant of the local Post, are 
as follows: 


The Legion state conven- 
tion will be held at Louisville 
on July 21. At that time, a 
special ceremony will be held 
tor swearing into the Air 
Force Reserve all seventeen- 
year-old men recently quali- 
fied for aviation cadet train- 
ing; and every post in the 
state is being requested to 
qualify as many applicants as 
possible to take part in the 
ceremony. 

The possibilities for a col- 
orful and impressive ceremony 
appear to be excellent, said 
Mr. MeAuley. An effort wili 
be made to have a high Army 
official present to swear the 
applicants in, and an import- 
ant public official will present 
to them the Army Air Force 
Japel buttons which a man 
qualifred for aviation cadet 
training is entitled to wear. 
During the ceremony, the 
various applicants will be in- 
troduced as representatives of 
the posts which were instru- 
mental in having them become 
candidates for air corps train- 
ing. 

In discussing the recruit_ 
ing campaign and the enlist- 
ment ceremony to be held at 
the state convention, Mr. Mc- 
Auley said that the local Post, 
as well as securing candidates 
for the event from among the 
seventeen-year-olds of the 
community, is also desirous of 
bringing to the attention of 
older men the information 
that men between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-seven 
may also apply for assignment 
to the air forces.

Being a veteran of World 
War No. 1 and a father of two 
sons who are in the armed 
forces I would like to say a 
few words about strikes and 
what we call slackers and 
what it means to do one thing 
that would be of interest to 
those precious boys on land 
sea and air in bloody battle 
fronts of Germany and those 
foreign countries where I 
waded through mud and wa- 
ter and hid in shell holes and 
stayed days, nights and 
weeks in 1917-18, and the 
heart-aches and pain that 
every other poor mother’s son 
that was there with me, not 
knowing whether we would 
ever see this beautiful Amer- 
ican soil of ours again or not 
and how much harder it was 
then and now. We were 
fighting for the same thing 
our precious sons are sheding 
their blood and giving their 
young bright lives for daily: 
Freedom, freedom and oh how 
glad we were when we could 
hear of one thing our fathers 
and friends were doing back 
home to help us and to keep 
us on the front lines so we 
could get the job over quick- 
er and return home to our 
loved ones and heartbroken 
mothers, old and gray. @When 
1 lay down at night I can see 
whot those loved American 
boys are going through, it 
makes my blood boil to hear 
a man say we wont work 8 
hours for 8 dollars or 12 dol- 
lars. Our boys are on the front 
doing-a job for 50 cents per 
day almost and saying come 
on boys and let’s finish them 
up. I have 2 precious sons in 
the Army and one some place 
unkrown and the other in the 
States. I know that they will 
never let me down and with 
the little mite they are getting 
we are receiving a Bond each 


from them every two months. 
I aia doing my bit in Defense 
work. I have two daughters 
and a son-in-law also and we 
are all going our limit in pur- 
chasing Bonds and if it was 
necessary I would go two 
meals per day for the help of 
those boys. My son-in-law, 
James Lemaster is also giv- 
ing all the blood the Red Cross 
would take the past year for 
the sick and wounded over 
there. So fathers of our coun- 
try, please quit thinking of 
those big pay slips and high 
wages and put your shoulders 
to the wheel and do every- 
thing in your power to win 
this war. And pray day and 
night that we may have peace 
soon and then most of all have 
our boys return home to their 
loved ones who are waiting 
in patience for them. Since 
we all have brothers, sons, 
sweet-hearts or husbands, let’s 
go the limit buying War 
Bonds and more War Bonds 
and try to gain the Victory.

County Agent’s Notes 


THE GARDEN SITUATION 

The production of vegetables 
fron Victory Gardens to date 
has been most gratifying. No 
figures are available but esti- 
mates of the Kentucky Col- 
lege of Agriculture last year 
at this time. So far so good, 
but the best information avail- 
able indicates that the pinch 
will come next wiwnter. This 
means that the real test of 
the garden will be the real 
test of the garden will be the 
amount of vegetables on the 
shelves of the storeroom. 

To insure ample reserves 
the garden must be made to 
continue to produce through- 
out the summer. The space 
left vacant by the early veg- 
etables should be spaded and 
succession crops planted. The 
crops to go in the garden now 
may include beets, beans, car- 
rots, late tomatoes, sweet 
corn, and summer squash; in 
late July, potatoes, beans and 
telephone peas; August 1. cab- 
bag2, chinese cabbage and 
broccoli; late August and 
early September, kale, tur. 
nips, mustard, spinach and 
lettuce. 

It should be borne in mind 
that the outlook for obtain- 
ing supplies of vegetables 
products next winter is not 
good and that the carry- 





through of the Victory Gar- 
dens will materially aid in the 
food emergency.

Poultry Pointers 


The poultry picture 
looks good except for the 
shortage of feed. Egg and 
hen prices are good and egg 
prices should get stronger 
thru the summer and _ tall 
months. You can help the 
feed situation by culling the 
non-layers and poor pullets 
and by getting the chickens 
out on green range. Cull the 
early molting hens. Also cull 
the hens that persist in want- 
ing to set and cull and that 
are cut of condition. Yellow 
color will be found in the non- 
laying hens in the beak and 
shanks. Hold up the agerage 
production of the flock by 
culling when the rate drops 
below 5U percent. The long 
legged, narrow bodied, crow- 
headed pullets never make 
good layers. You had better 
tet them go to market with 
the other culls. 

Another thing that will pay 
is to feed a moist mash during 
the hot weather to the laying 
tlock. They will really go for 
a cool, palatable moist mash 
once a day, preferably at noon, 
and in the amount that will be 
cleaned up in 10 to 15 minutes, 

Check again for the lice 
and mites. Hot weather 15 
ideal for the growth and de- 
velopment ot these pests. 
Paint the roosts and nests 
with waste oil or some good 
wood preserver to control 
mites, ‘Ihe treatment for lice 
is nicotine sulphate on the 
roosts or sodium fluoride as a 
dust or a dip. 

Provide shade and plenty of 
fresh, cool, clean water dur- 
ing hot weather. Remember. 
that green feed will help bal- 
ance a ration that may be 
lacking in vitamins and may 
save as much as 20 percent of 
the food.

CANNING AND FOOD 
CONSERVATION 
a 

Frankfort, Ky., July 1— 
(Special) —“Eat what you can, 
and what you can’t can!” 

With this slogan all em- 
ployees of the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, 
told by J. Dan Talbott, War 
Manpower Commission field 
representative that drastic 
steps must be taken to avert 
an impending food shortage, 
today had pledged their uni- 
ted efforts in a home can- 
ning and food conservation 
and production “Victory pro- 
gram during their 14-day va- 
cation periods, 

Initial goal for the nearly 
2000 employees of the agency 
has been set at 40,000 cans of 
foodstuffs. To assist the em- 
ployees in meeting this quota 
the Commission has obtained 
the services of a home dem- 
onstration agent who will 
conduct a course in home 
canning in the basement of 
the Commission building for 
agency employees. 

Employees not able to par- 
ticipate in the canning pro- 
gram have indicated that they 
will participate in the food 
production drive by offering 
their services during their va_ 
cations to farmers for work in 
the fields. Employees will be 
asked to indicate on referral 
cards when they expect to 
take their vacations and this 
information will be made 
available to county farm ag- 
ents through the facilities of 
the United States Employ- 
ment Service. The county 
farm agents will, in turn, as- 
sign the employees to farms 
in accordance with labor 
needs. - 

Much of the foodstuffs to 
be canned, Commission offi- 
cials explained, will consist of 
surplus products which would 
otherwise remain to rot in the 
fields because of the labor 
shortage. An effort will be 
made to work out a clearance 
system whereby farmers who 
have food products going to 
waste because of lack of help, 
may be able to dispose of the 
surplus to Commission em- 
ployees who will themselves 
gather the foodstuffs in the 
fields.

Information On How}! 


To Use Glass Top Jars 


We have had reports of acci- 
dents occurring in several 
homes when the new type 
glass top jars were used. These 
jars seal with a band and the 
rubber ring which fits be- 
tween the band and the glass 
top. 

The Extension Department 
has made contact with the 
manufacturers of these jars 
and have received the follow- 
ing instructions which apply 
to all the glass top lids re- 
gardless of the company 
which makes them. 

1. DO NOT USE in Oven 
Canning. 

2. Examine top edge of 
jar. This must be smooth, 
even, and clean to assure per- 
fect seal. 

Wash jars, lids, and rub- 
bers in warm soapy water, 
Rinse. Cover with warm wa. 
ter. Boil to sterilize. Keep 
hot until needed. 

4. If processing, (cooking 
in jar), LEAVE 1 INCH OF 
SPACE IN THE TOP OF 
JAR. If using Open Kettle. 
leave 1-2 inch space in top of 
jar. 
5. Fit wet rubber around 
projections on under side of 
lid. 

6. Place lid so rubber lies 
between lid and top edge of 
jar. 

7. Turn bands tight, then 
loosen slightly (about 1-4 
turn) bands must fit loosely 
during processing (cooking). 
This is IMPORTANT and 
must be done to insure best 
results. If using Open Kettle, 
screw bands tight as soon as 
Jar is filled. 

8. After processing, screw 
bands tight to complete seal. 
Remove bands 12 hours after 
canning. 

9. To open--run point of 
knife under rubber to admit 
air and break seal.

Wrap mildly cured 
meats like bacon in cloth 
wrung out of vinegar to pre- 
vent mold. Wrap and freeze 
ground meats, variety meats, 
and fish if not to be used at 
once; poultry and other 
meats if to be kept several 
days. 

FROZEN FOODS OF ALL 
KINDS. Wrap and keep in 
freezer. 

FRESH GREEN AND SAL- 
AD VEGETABLES. Keep in 
vegetable compartment or 
other covered container. 

FRESH “RIPE” FRUITS. 
Store in covered container. 
Berries keep best in shallow 
pan, covered loosely with 
waxed paper. * 

OTHER: In general, cover; 
and store canned and bottled 
goods that have been opened 
(soups, sandwich spreads, to- 
matoes, etc-). 

*Some refrigerators are de- 
signed to provide temperature 
and humidity conditions that 
make it unnecessary to cover 
foods. 

Foods that CAN be refrig- 
erated. (if space is available). 

Some foods do not require 
refrigeration for safe-keeping, 
but are improved in taste 
when thoroughly chilled. Oth- 
ers keep better in the refrig_ 
erator but can be left out.
